People Must Demand Fads 
Or They Will Be Hidden 


Have y ou asked y ourself, “Why all this stir about National 
Newspaper Week”? There’s a reason—a very definite reason— 
and it concerns YOU. 
Carl R. Kesler, a newspaperman and editor of Quill maga­ 
zine, wrote recently about freedom of the press and of informa­ 
tion. Though his piece is written as one newspaperman to an­ 
other, it contains a message worthy of serious thought by every 
American. Here is what he said: 
It seems to me that even the last y ear or so I have more and 
more freq uently encountered misunderstanding of the very 
meaning, let alone the importance, of the group of basic free­ 
doms that include the press. There is certainly confusion about 
freedom of the press as such and the newer, more embracing 
term, freedom of information. 
I can’t blame lay men too much for not understanding the 
precise meanings of these terms. Even the professional journalist 
finds himself hard put for words to describe these rights or to 
differentiate accurately between them, insofar as there are 
differences. 
But this should not discourage us as missionaries. I feel 
strongly that where there is seeming inability to understand what 
a right is, indifference to its preservation will follow. 
It is easy to oversimplify such definitions. I freq uently ex ­ 
plain, for ex ample, that freedom of the press is the constitution­ 
ally guaranteed right to publish it if y ou can get it; while free­ 
dom of information involves access to news (and other forms of 
knowledge, of course) as well as the light to disseminate it. 
I could follow this up wrth an illustration. The North Caro­ 
lina legislature, faced with a record state budget, rushed through 
a bill providing secrecy for appropriations-committee sessions. 
Actual voting, of course, remained open. 
I could understand, if not approve, the budget-m nkers’ desire 
for privacy . It is hard enough to apportion a state’s income with 
pressure groups snapping at y our heels, without having the press 
bring down the pack in full cry . But it is better to have an honest 
legislator embarrassed for thinking out loud than to let the dis­ 
honest ones horse trade behind closed doors. 
Up to this point, I should say that North Carolina’s offense 
was against the broad theory of freedom of information rather 
than against any specific statutory guarantee of freedom of the 
press. The whole area of access to public records has been a sort 
of legal no man’s land from state to state and y ear to y ear. 
But the North Carolina legislators also proposed fines and 
even jail terms for any one who might violate this secrecy . There, 
I suggest, lay a plain violation of basic freedom of the press. In 
theory , any newspaper that printed any thing about the budget 
discussions might be presumed on the face of publication to have 
invaded the meeting, even though the story came from a talka­ 
tive committee member instead of up a hot air register. 
Unfortunately for such pat ex amples, even freedom of the 
press is not as simple as the eloq uent brevity of the Bill of Rights 
seems to make it. There is no q uestion about the purpose of the 
First Amendment as Thomas Jefferson and others intended it. 
But the language say s “Congress shall make no laws . . . 
abridging . . . .” This did not automatically restrict the powers 
of state legislatures. Most state constitutions followed the federal 
one in this, but it is not universal. 
So further resort has been made to the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment, adopted in 18 68 , which say s: “No state shall make or en­ 
force a law which shall abridge the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United States; nor shall any state deprive any 
person of life, liberty , or property , without due process of law 
. . 
. 
. 
" 
But even the sum of these, in the light of subseq uent 
court decisions, is by no means absolute. 
So it is with considerable interest that I read a talk by 
A rthur Hay s Sulzberger (New York Times publisher) at an 
Alex ander Hamilton dinner at Columbia University . Recalling 
Jefferson’s insistence on “spelling out” the Bill of Rights, which 
Sulzberger .thoroughly approved, he also q uoted HamiltLi- 
“What signifies a declaration, that ‘the liberty of the press 
shall be inviolably preserved’? W hat is the liberty of the press? 
"Who can give it any definition which would not leave the utmost 
latitude for evasion? I hold it to be impracticable; and from this 
I infer that its security , w hatever fine declaration may be in­ 
serted in any constitution respecting it, must altogether depend 
on public opinion, and on the general spirit of the people and of 
the gov ernment. Here, after all, must we seek for the only solid 
basis of our rights.” 
Hamilton was at least partly right. The Argentine constitu­ 
tion was copied after ours, including freedom of ex pression. But 
consider what happened to its press when “the general spirit of 
the people and of the government” became that of Juan Peron. 
W have the First Amendment and other laws and thank 
heaven for them against any sneak thieves who might attem pt 
to steal our freedoms but would never dare make a frontal attack 
on the Constitution. But in a day where freedoms tend more and 
more to be traded for an illusion of security , constitutions and 
statutes can be little or no better than the public will behind 
them. 
The work of various journalistic groups in alerting the pub­ 
lic to threats against these freedoms is of the utmost importance. 
But we must educate as well as alert. Every journalist has a duty 
to ex plain as well as to defend freedom of the press and of 
information generally . You cannot adjure people not to sin unless 
y ou tell them w hat sin is.”

Right of 
way needed to dev elop it to supple­ 
mentary road standards already 
has been made av ailable without 
cost to the state, and it has been 
accepted as a permanent part of 
the state highway sy stem. Dev elop­ 
ment will come later, as funds be­ 
come av ailable and conditions per 
mit. 
This Scott County road is among 
the first to be taken ov er for main­ 
tenance by the Commission as it 
mov es into the second y ear of the 
10-y ear program, which began J uly 
1. It is ex pected that some 1,800 
miles of such roads will be taken 
ov er in the state this y ear. Last 
y ear 
approx imately 
1,500 miles 
were taken ov er. 


County Farmers 
Can Buy Hay 
At Lower Cost 


Purchases Can Be 
Made on Feed 
Bought in Dakota 


Ex perienced hay buy ers from 
the State Agricultural Department, 
the* Missouri Farmers Association, 
and the state ex tension serv ice are 
in South Dakota right now buy ing 
hay for shipment into Missouri and 
any farmer in Scott County who 
needs top q uality hay for his stock 
has an opportunity now, accord­ 
ing to Tom Stroup, county ex ten­ 
sion agent, to get 
some of this 
hay and get it at a much lower 
price than that being asked for 
local hay . 
Prices on the South Dakota hay , 
according to Stroup run 
as fol­ 
lows: No. 1 alfalfa, $20 per ton; 
No. 1 alfalfa and brome grass mix ­ 
ed, 
$17 .5 0 per ton; and No. 1 
Prairie hay , $12 per ton. 
In addition, the railroads hav e 
granted a 5 0 per cent cut in the 
freight rate for hauling hay into 
the county and the cost of ship­ 
ment will, according to Stroup* 
av erage between $8 and $10 per 
ton. On this basis of $20 for top 
grade alfalfa plus $10 freight 
Scott county farmers can get this 
hay deliv ered to a siding in the 
county for about $30 per ton. 
There is v ery little hay av ail­ 
able in the county , it is said, and 
what there is is of a poor quality 
but it is selling at $1 per bale 
making a ton cost as high as $4 0. 
The procedure is simple. Any 
farmer needing hay goes to the 
Scott County ex tension office and 
deposits the money for his carload 
of hay . The money is turned ov er 
to the State Bank of Oran which 
in turn, with no further cost tor 
the draft to the farmer, makes out 
a draft to the State Agriculture 
Department and that department 
then sends a purchasing order to 
the state’s buy ers in South Da­ 
kota. 
Farmers who do not need, or 
want to buy a whole carload cun 
pool their requirements and buy a 
carload consigned to sev eral of 
them. Each farmer buy ing such a 
poo car pay s his share of the ost 
H» the Iwjfc to tow ex tension agent 
and when the car arriv es the hay 
will be div ided on a bale basis* 
according to Stroup. 
^ 
Freight on the ltfy Is to be paid 
by the farmers after the cars 
arriv e in the county . 
Stroup also stated, this morning, 
that the prices giv en on the v a­ 
rious kinds of hay might fluctuate 
some. If the hay can be purchased 
at less cost the sav ings will be 
refunded to the purchaser. 
The group of Missourians now 
in South Dakota to buy hay in- 
clube Frank Graham and Bill 
Murphy from the state ex tension 
serv ice, Rolla, Singleton from toe 
State Department of Agriculture 
and Messrs. Porter and Atterbury 
representing the Missouri Farm­ 
ers Association. 
All of these men, Stroup say s, 
are ex perienced buy ers of hay 
and the state of South Dakota is 
co-operating in their efforts to se­ 
cure hay by making av ailable toe 
serv ices of county agents in that 
state to locate people who hav e 
hay to sell. 
Any farmers in toe county who 
need hay should immediately con­ 
tact the county ex tension agent 
and make arrangements for buy ­ 
ing what they need.

Pay-as-you-go highways, better 
known us toll roads, are becoming 
more and more popular in this 
countrv. The reasons: the big in­ 
crease in autos and the unexpect­ 
edly high receipts from existing 
toll roads. 
Passenger car registrations this 
year will total 45 million—an all- 
j time %racord — According to the 
! Bureau of Public 
Roads. (Reg- 
| istration for 1946, the first post­ 
war year, was only 28 million.) 
Actual revenues from tolls on the 
famed New Jersey Turnpike lor 
1952 were $ 17,829,636 or 90 per 
cent above estimates of $ 9,394,000. 
Pennsylvania’s Turnpike, a much 
older highway, ran 15 per cent 
above estimated tolls in that year. 
Increasing auto and truck reg­ 
istrations, together with the suc­ 
cessful toll collections are among 
the reasons why 16 States last 
year either set up their first toll 
road authorities or planned to 
expand existing toll roads. New 
toll road construction, already un­ 
derway, has been unofficially es­ 
timated at about 1.000 miles; the 
cost, $ 1.5 billion. 
Exactly how large a part toll 
roads will play in solving the na­ 
tion’s major highway needs still 
is unknown. 
The 
Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States 
now is preparing studies on this 
and other highway problems in 
preparation for a National High­ 
way Conference to 
be 
held in 
Washington December 8 and 9. 


Taxpayer dollars will be saved 
under a new government purchase 
order procedure put into effect 
by General Services Administra­ 
tor E. F. Mansure, reports the 
Chamber of Commerce of 
the 
United States. 
More than 400,000 purchase or­ 
ders for goods which average less 
than $ 10 have been filled out by 
government civilian agencies an­ 
nually. 
It has cost about $ 10 to process 
each order, which has meant that 
an order for $ 10 worth of pencils, 
nails or any other item needed by 
a government agency has cost tax­ 
payers twice that amount. 
Mansure has 
instructed 
the 
agencies to use the government’s 
“charge account” for these small 
orders. This will enable them to 
buy small quantities of equipment 
lrom local suppliers without fil­ 
ling out separate purchase orders, 
thus eliminating the cost of a lot 
ot red tape.

Dr. William D. McElroy, Johns 
Hopkins biologist, is trying to find 
out wnat makes fireflies shine. 
And since he pays a quarter 
for 
every 100 living fireflies that are 
brought 
to him, the kids around 
Baltimore are kept busy capturing 
fireflies these day’s. 
Last year youngsters turned in 
to him a total of 500,000 fireflies. 
One young man, by apparently 
employing mass collection meth­ 
ods, accounted 
for 
27,000 
bugs 
alone. 
It has been known 
for many 
years that fireflies need two sub­ 
stances to glow*: luciferin and lu- 
ceferase. The former is a com­ 
pound that combines with 
oxygen, 
or burns, and the latter is a cat­ 
alyst fhat speeds up the 
burning. 
When luciferin and luciferase 


are co mbined there is a, flash o f 
light, which ex plains the firefly 's 
glow but does not explain how the 
light goes on and off over and over 
agidh. In pther wordj, (here 
is 
something more than luciferin and 
luciferase at work. 
Dr. McElroy has found out what 
happens, and it appears that the 
secret of the firefly is the secret 
j of the source of every animal’s 
energy. It should be remembered 
that plants transform the energy 
of the sunlight into chemical en­ 
ergy, and that animals eat the 
plants, storing up and making use 
of the chemical energy. 
Eh*. McElroy finds that the fire­ 
fly stores up aoenosine triphos­ 
phate (ATP for short). ATP also 
explains why people arc able to 
walk, talk, eat and think. 
And the doctor still needs 500,- 
000 fireflies a year to continue his 
experiments, because every dis­ 
covery raises new questions. Per­ 
haps his firefly experiments will 
answer the question of how the 
chemical energy ol ATP is trans­ 
formed when boy kisses girl.—The 
Farmerville (Va.) Herald. 


The opening of schools gives the 
motorists of South Broward an 
added responsibility.

Observe the regulation that re­ 
quires 
motorists 
approaching a 
halted school bus to come to a 
halt. That is a wise and necessary 
regulation and has helped reduce 
accidents involving children on 
tn> ir wav to school and at school.

In a very clever and humorous 
manner, Mrs. 
Harshbarger de­ 
scribed what she learned and saw 
in Holland last April, while show­ 
ing her colored slides. She was 
chosen as one of four garden edi­ 
tors from the United States by the 
Bulb Growers Association to be a 
guest on a tour to Holland. 
As Mrs. Harshbarger arrived in 
Sikeston by plane and looked down 
on the flat country with drainage 
ditches it reminded her of Holland. 
Holland is about one-fourth the size 
of Missouri, with 500 people per 
square mile. It has 50 canals and 
500 bridges. One-fifth of Holland is 
under water. 
There are 20,000 acres of bulb 
field lying on the sandy land (ac­ 
tually leveled off and dunes) just 
back of the great dunes that pro­ 
tect low-lying Holland from the 
[North Sea. Most of them are scat­ 
tered, but the sight seer’s goal is 
a concentrated strip two and one- 
half miles wide by 10 miles long, 
near Haarlem. It is surrounded by 
picturesque little villages where 
bulb growers and laborers live, and 


is crisscrossed with railways and a 
network of blue canals. 
There are 0000 bulb growers al­ 
together. Of thenr 600 are export­ 
ers, who buy from smaller grow­ 
er s and market wholesale all over 
the world. 
The Dutch have been raising 
bulbs for centuries and do It well. 
It is an art, as well Is in industry. 
Practically all labor in die bulb 
field is done by hand. Beginning 
with double trench spading. That 
is largely because of Holland’s 
geography. 
The water level is usually 10 
inches below ground level. Soil that 
has been under water level for a 
year becomes new top soil. Manure 
is incorporated, brought in by boat 
from neighboring dairy districts. 
The beds are excavated four inch­ 
es deep. The bulbs are accurately 
placed and then sdì from the 
adjoining bed used to cover them. 
A straw mulch is put on for Wint­ 
er protection and removed in the 
spring, then gladiolas are planted 
for the summer blooms. 
Beech tree hedges are planted 
for wind breaks and trimmed once 
a year. 
Large yards are rare in Holland. 
The pictures showed small door­ 
way gardens. Beds for the flowers 
of unusual patterns, and often 
raised up above thè neat sand or 
gravel paths. Some low walls 
serve a triple purpose, as a garden 
windbreak, a lot line partition and 
a tiered planting box. These were 
most striking in a picture, i stair 
step wall with pockets for plant­ 
ing tulips, daffodils, primroses, 
yellow daisies and hyacinths. 
The most fabulously wonderful 
place to get ideas on bulb varieties,' 
uses and grouping is at Keuken- 
hof. It is described as the "World’s 
most unique, living, open air flow­ 
er show.” Formerly, a great es­ 
tate that had run down, it was 
taken over by the bulb growers 
to develop, a supplementary dis­ 
play ready for the bulb fields. Its 
75 acres of enchanted woodland and 
lakes hold 74 different gardens. 
They are fitted among giant old 
beech trees, birch thickets and m 
dows as though they had slways 
belonged there. Each is distinct 
from its neighbors, yet linked by 
connecting paths.

GOD'S DESIGN FOR 
A SETTER WORLD 
By Clint H. Denman 
Few book s written a hundred or 
more y ears ago are in demand to­ 
day . Practically all of them are 
considered out of date. They have 
been replaced by those written in 
the light and modern research, dis­ 
covery , mode of present-day living, 
the mental and spiritual attitude 
of today ’s people. 
No so with the Bible. The first 
recorded part of it, written 30 to 
35 centuries ago, and the last part 
Df it, written 18% centuries ago, 
the Bible is still the world’s best 
seller-—fresh as this morning’s sun­ 
rise, as beautiful and as desirable 
a t an opening rose, as interesting 
and a newsy as the latest radio 
broadcast. There is no other book 
lik e it—never has been and never 
will be. 
There is one good reason why 
that is true. There is no book ex­ 
cept the Bible that is devoted en­ 
tirely to just one effortr—to por­ 
tray the goodness, the love and the 
redeeming care of Almighty God, 
our Heavenly Father. 
No m atter how bad some poeple 
get, they still desire goodness in 
need the protecting care of some­ 
one or something more able to 
give it than ourselves. 
For ages men and women have 
gone to the Bible to find the source 
of goodness and the love and pro­ 
tecting care which they have need- 
ed.They have never been disap­ 
pointed. They are not disappointed 
now1. And so in ever-increasing 
millions, the Bible stands far high- 
ahd above all other book s in sales 
aqd use. 
As one reqard for reading the 
Bible, we are told in its very first 
chapter that “God created man in 
his own image.” What wonderful 
and comforting fact to k now that 
God loved man so much and placed 
so high a value on men’s possibili­ 
ties that He wanted mank ing to 
bear His own image. People lik e 
to read facts lik e that and they 
have done so in all generations 
since tiie Bible was obtainable.

Genesis was written, the clear­ 
ey ed and needy prophet Isaiah re­ 
cords God as say ing, “I, Jehovah, 
have called thee in righteousness, 
and will hold thy hand and will 
k eep thee.” 
Isaiah wanted his people to k now’ 
that Gbd would hold all hands and 
kee£ them all—as God will do for 
IBs people of today if thejr will let 
M int. 


Here again is evidence of God’s 
goodness, His love and His re- 
| deeming care. This is good news, 
up to date, the most modern and 
most desirable of all. 
Although biblical historians, po­ 
ets and prophets had told of the 
goodness, the love and redeeming 
care of God, so good, so loving, so 
caring was God that, Saint John 
records, “God so loved the world 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish, but have 
eternal life.” 
And so Jesus came to show how 
we can have a better world—a 
more loving, compassionate, merci­ 
ful world. In practical way s of 
mak ing a better world, Jesus af­ 
firmed that Isaiah had, centuries 
before, written about Him— 
“The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, because He anointed me to 
preach good tidings to the poor; 
He hath sent me to proclaim re­ 
lease to the captives, and recover­ 
ing sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them tha t.a re bruised, to 
proclaim he acceptable y ear of 
the Lord.”

With the 1953 Fire Prevention 
W i'k ooening tomorrow it might 
be w ■" to take a look at Sikeston s 
record in the matter of fires since 
the close of the 1952 Fire Preven­ 
tion Week. 
From Oct. 4, 1952 to Oct. 2, 1953 
the lire department had 110 calls 
and 90 per cent of them could 
have oeen avoided, according to 
Fire Chief Dick Tongate, if peo­ 
ple had exercised a little more 
care. 
And carelessness causes the m a­ 
jority ol tires everywhere no m at­ 
ter what the actual starting point 


oj the fire may be. 
Somebody set some trash alire 
and carelessly neglected to watch 
it. The grass caught fire and the 
flames traveled into the Foster- 
Matthews Grocery Co., warehouse 
and the loss ran into the thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
On the 14th of last June an oil 
stove was left 
burning 
in 
the 
home of Ralph Sturgeon, 216 S. 
Handy, and carelessness there re­ 
sulted in the total loss of the home 
and furnishings. 
The records at the fire station 
are replete with notations such as 
this “Cause, oil stove.” And in 90 
per c en t of these cases, according 
to Chief Tongate, carelessness re­ 
sulted in fires. 
The danger of fire is an ever 
present one and a disastrous blaze 
can follow the careless use of 
many things. People should be ex­ 
tremely careful, especially now 
when everything is as dry as tin­ 
der from the long drouth. Burning 
off yards, trash 
fires left 
un­ 
attended, flammable liquids used 
for 
cleaning, 
smoking 
in 
bed, 
matches in the hands of children— 
all can lead to fires that may 
cause heavy property damage and, 
in some cases, loss of life or pain­ 
ful injury. 
The files of every newspaper in 
the country, and Sikeston is no 
exception, carry story after story 
of homes destroyed, 
grown-ups 
and children burned or killed by 
fires, and it is all so unnecessary.

While the 
city only has two paid firemen, 
every time the volunteer firemen 
answ'er an alarm they get paid and 
the average is about $20 per fire. 
According to that during the year, 
from Oct. 4, 1952 to now', it cost 
the city $2,200 to pay the firemen. 
But ihat’s not all—every one of 
the volunteer firemen is in busi­ 
ness, of some knid or other and 
every time that alarm comes in he 
leaves that business and it is a 
safe bet the remuneration he gets 
for answering a 
fire call falls 
short of compensating him for his 
time away from his business. 
To sum it all up the answer is 
simply “Be careful.” 
As part of the Fire Prevention 
Week 
observance 
every 
home 
owner, or occupant of a house, in 
Sikeston should cheek up on the 
conditions there and see to it that

If you have doubts about your 
electrical connections, the power 
and light company maintains a 
crew for just that purpose — to 
check them for you. 
But it still all boils down to just 
two words—“Be careful.” 
Remember that 90 percent of 
all fires start because somebody 
was careless. 


People Must Demand Facts 
Or They Will Be Hidden 


Have you asked yourself. “Why all this stir about National 
Newspaper Week"? There’s a reason—a very definite reason— 
and it concerns YOU. 
Carl R. Kesler, a newspaperman and editor of Quill maga­ 
zine, wrote recently about freedom of the press and of informa­ 
tion. Though his piece is written as one newspaperman to an­ 
other, it contains a message worthy of serious thought by every 
American. Here is what he said: 
It seems tu me that even the last year or so I have more and 
more frequently encountered misunderstanding of the very 
meaning, let alone the importance, of the group of basic free­ 
doms that include the press. There is certainly confusion about 
freedom of the press as such and the newer, more embracing 
term, freedom of information. 
I can’t blame laymen too much for not understanding the 
precise meanings of these terms. Even the professional journalist 
finds himself hard put for words to describe these rights or to 
differentiate accurately between them, insofar as there are 
differences. 
But this should not discourage us as missionaries. I feel 
strongly that where there is seeming inability to understand what 
a right is, indifference to its preservation will follow. 
It is easy to oversimplify such definitions. I frequently ex ­ 
plain, for example, that freedom of the press is the constitution­ 
ally guaranteed right to publish it if you can get it; w'hile free­ 
dom of information involves access to news (and other forms of 
knowledge, of course) as well as the light to disseminate it. 
I could follow this up with an illustration. The North Caro­ 
lina legislature, faced w'ith a record state budget, rushed through 
a bill providing secrecy for appropriations-committee sessions. 
Actual voting, of course, remained open. 
I could understand, if not approve, the budget-m akers’ desire 
for privacy. It is hard enough to apportion a state’s income with 
pressure groups snapping at your heels, without having the press 
bring down the pack in full cry. But it is better to have an honest 
legislator embarrassed for thinking out loud than to let the dis­ 
honest ones horse trade behind closed doors. 
Up to this point, I should say that North Carolina’s offense 
was against the broad theory of freedom of information rather 
than against any specific statutory guarantee of freedom of the 
press. The whole area of access to public records has been a sort 
of legal no m an’s land from state to state and year to year. 
But the North Carolina legislators also proposed fines and 
even jail terms for anyone who might violate this secrecy. There, 
I suggest, lay a plain violation of basic freedom of the press. In 
theory, any newspaper that printed anything about the budget 
discussions might be presumed on the face of publication to have 
invaded the meeting, even though the story came from a talka­ 
tive committee member instead of up a hot air register. 
Unfortunately for such pat examples, even freedom of the 
press is not as simple as the eloquent brevity of the Bill of Rights 
seems to make it. There is no question about the purpose of the 
First Amendment as Thomas Jefferson and others intended it. 
But the language says “Congress shall make no laws . . . 
abridging . . . .” This did not automatically restrict the powers 
of state legislatures. Most state constitutions followed the federal 
one in this, but it is not universal. 
So further resort has been made to the Fourteenth A m end­ 
ment, adopted in 1868, which says: “No state shall make or en­ 
force a law which shall abridge the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United States; nor shall any state deprive any 
person of life, liberty, or property, without due process of law 
. . . . ” But even the sum of these, in the light of subsequent 
court decisions, is by no means absolute. 
So it is with considerable interest that I read a talk by 
A rthur Hays Sulzberger (New York Times publisher) at an 
Alexander Hamilton dinner at Columbia University. Recalling 
Jefferson’s insistence on “spelling out” the Bill ol Rights, which 
Sulzberger .thoroughly approved, he also quoted Hamilt • • 
“What signifies a declaration, that ‘the liberty of the press 
shall be inviolably preserved’? What is the liberty of the press? 
Who can give it any definition which would not leave the utmost 
latitude for evasion? 1 hold it to be impracticable; and from this 
I infer that its security, w hatever line declaration may be in ­ 
serted in any constitution respecting it, must altogether depend 
on public opinion, and on the general spirit of the people and of 
the government. Here, after all, must we seek for the only solid 
basis of our rights.” 
Hamilton was at least partly right. The Argentine constitu­ 
tion was copied after ours, including treedom of expression. But 
consider what happened to its press when "the general spirit of 
the people and of the governm ent” became that of Juan Peron. 
W have the First Amendment and other laws and thank 
heaven for them against any sneak thieves who might attem pt 
to steal our freedoms but would never dare make a frontal attack 
on the Constitution. But in a day where freedoms tend more and 
more to be traded for an illusion of security, constitutions and 
statutes can be little or no better than the public will behind 
them. 
The work of various journalistic groups in alerting the p ub­ 
lic to threats against these freedoms is of the utmost importance. 
But we must educate as well as alert. Every journalist has a duty 
to explain as well as to defend freedom of the press and of 
information generally. You cannot adjure people not to sin unless 
you tell them what sin is.”

Can Buy Hay 
At Lower Cost 


Purchases Can Be 
M ade on Feed 
Bought in Dakota 


Experienced hay buyers from 
the State Agricultural Department, 
the Missouri Farmers Association, 
and the state extension service are 
in South Dakota right now buying 
hay for shipment into Missouri and 
any farm er in Scott County who 
needs top quality hay for his stock 
has an opportunity now, accord­ 
ing to Tom Stroup, county exten­ 
sion agent, to get some of this 
hay and get it at a much lower 
price than that being asked for 
local hay. 
Prices on the South Dakota hay, 
according to Stroup run as fol­ 
lows: No. 1 alfalfa, $20 per ton; 
No. 1 alfalfa and brome grass m ix­ 
ed, $17.50 per ton; and No. 1 
Prairie hay, $12 per ton. 
In addition, the railroads have 
granted a 50 per cent cut in the 
freight rate for hauling hay into 
the county and the cost of ship­ 
ment will, according to Stroup, 
average between $8 and $10 per 
ton. On this basis of $20 for top 
grade alfalfa 
plus 
$10 
freight 
Scott county farmers can get this 
hay delivered to a siding in the 
county for about $30 per ton. 
There is very little hay avail­ 
able in the county, it is said, and 
what there is is of a poor quality 
but it is selling at $1 per bale 
making a ton cost as high as $40. 
The procedure is simple. Any 
farmer needing hay goes to the 
Scott County extension office and 
deposits the money for his carload 
of hay. The money is turned over 
to the State Bank of Oran which 
in turn, with no further cost for 
the draft to the farmer, makes out 
a draft to the State Agriculture 
Departm ent and that department 
then sends a purchasing order to 
the state’s buyers in South D a­ 
kota. 
Farm ers who do not need, or 
w-ant to buy a whole carload can 
pool their requirements and buy a 
carload consigned to several of 
them. Each farm er buying such a 
poo car p^ys his shar^ ^>f the ost 
* She 
to th^ extension agent 
and when the car arrives the hay 
will oe divided on a bale basis, 
according to Stroup. 
Freight on the hay Is to be paid 
by the farmers after the cars 
arrive in the county. 
Stroup also stated, this morning, 
that the prices given on the va­ 
rious kinds of hay might fluctuate 
some. If the hay can be purchased 
at less cost the savings w ill be 
refunded to the purchaser. 
The group of Missourians now 
in South Dakota to buy hay in - 
ciube Frank Graham and 
Bill 
Murphy from the state extension 
service, Rolla, Singleton from the 
State Department of Agriculture 
and Messrs. Porter and Atterbury 
representing the Missouri Farm­ 
ers Association. 
All of these men, Stroup says,

People Must Demand Facts 
Or They Will Be Hidden 


Have you asked yourself, “W hy all this stir about National 
N ew spaper Week"? T here’s a reason—a very definite reason— 
and it concerns YOU. 
Carl R. Kesler, a new spaperm an and editor of Quill m aga­ 
zine, w rote recently about freedom of the press and of inform a­ 
tion. Though his piece is w ritten as one new spaperm an to an­ 
other, it contains a message w orthy of serious thought by every 
Am erican. Here is w hat he said: 
It seems to me that even the last year or so I have m ore and 
more frequently encountered m isunderstanding of the very 
m eaning, let alone the im portance, of the group of basic free­ 
doms that include the press. There is certainly confusion about 
freedom of the press as such and the newer, more em bracing 
term , freedom of inform ation. 
I can’t blame laymen too m uch for not understanding the 
precise m eanings of these term s. Even the professional journalist 
finds him self hard put for words to describe these rights or to 
differentiate accurately between them , insofar as there are 
differences. 
But this should not discourage us as m issionaries. I feel 
strongly that where there is seeming inability to understand w hat 
a right is, indifference to its preservation will follow'. 
It is easy to oversim plify such definitions. I frequently ex ­ 
plain, for exam ple, that freedom of the press is the constitution­ 
ally guaranteed right to publish it if you can get it; w hile free­ 
dom of inform ation involves access to news (and other forms of 
knowledge, of course) as well as the tight to dissem inate it. 
I could follow this up with an illustration. The North C aro­ 
lina legislature, faced w'ith a record state budget, rushed through 
a bill providing secrecy for appropriations-com m ittee sessions. 
A ctual voting, of course, rem ained open. 
I could understand, if not approve, the budget-m akers’ desire 
for privacy. It is hard enough to apportion a state’s income with 
pressure groups snapping at your heels, w ithout having the press 
bring down the pack in full cry. But it is better to have an honest 
legislator em barrassed for thinking out loud than to let the dis­ 
honest ones horse trade behind closed doors. 
Up to this point, I should say that North C arolina’s offense 
was against the broad theory of freedom of inform ation rather 
than against any specific statutory guarantee of freedom of the 
press. The whole area of access to public records has been a sort 
of legal no m an’s land from state to state and year to year. 
But the North Carolina legislators also proposed fines and 
even jail term s for anyone who m ight violate this secrecy. There, 
I suggest, lay a plain violation of basic freedom of the press. In 
theory, any new spaper th at printed anything about the budget 
discussions might be presum ed on the face of publication to have 
invaded the meeting, even though the story cam e from a talka­ 
tive com m ittee m em ber instead of up a hot air register. 
U nfortunately for such pat exam ples, even freedom of the 
press is not as simple as the eloquent brevity of the Bill of Rights 
seems to m ake it. There is no question about the purpose of the 
First Am endm ent as Thom as Jefferson and others intended it. 
But the language says “Congress shall m ake no law's . . . 
abridging . . . .” This did not autom atically restrict the powrers 
of state legislatures. Most state constitutions followed the federal 
one in this, but it is not universal. 
So further resort has been m ade to the Fourteenth A m end­ 
m ent, adopted in 1868, which says: “No state shall m ake or en­ 
force a law which shall abridge the privileges or im m unities of 
citizens of the United States; nor shall any state deprive any 
person of life, liberty, or property, w ithout due process of law 
. . . . ” But even the sum of these, in the light of subsequent 
court decisions, is by no means absolute. 
So it is w ith considerable interest that I read a talk by 
A rthur Hays Sulzberger (N ew York Times publisher) at an 
A lexander Ham ilton dinner at Colum bia U niversity. Recalling 
Jefferson’s insistence on “spelling out” the Bill ol Rights, which 
Sulzberger .thoroughly approved, he also quoted HamiH 
“W hat signifies a declaration, th at ‘the liberty of the press 
shall be inviolably preserved’? W hat is the liberty of the press? 
Who can give it any definition w hich would not leave the utm ost 
latitude for evasion? I hold it to be im practicable; and from this 
I infer th at its security, w hatever fine declaration m ay be in ­ 
serted in any constitution respecting it, must altogether depend 
on public opinion, and on the general spirit of the people and of 
the governm ent. H ere, after all, m ust we seek for the only solid 
basis of our rights.” 
Ham ilton was at least p artly right. The A rgentine constitu­ 
tion w’as copied after ours, including Ireedom of expression. But 
consider w hat happened to its press when “the general spirit of 
the people and of the governm ent” becam e that of Ju a n Peron. 
W have the First A m endm ent and other laws and thank 
heaven for them against any sneak thieves who m ight attem pt 
to steal our freedom s but w ould never dare make a frontal attack 
on the Constitution. But in a day w here freedoms tend m ore and 
m ore to be traded for an illusion of security, constitutions and 
statutes can be little or no b etter than the public w ill behind 
them . 
The w ork of various journalistic groups in alerting the pub­ 
lic to th reats against these freedom s is of the utm ost im portance. 
But we m ust educate as well as alert. Every journalist has a duty 
to explain as well as to defend freedom of the press and of 
inform ation generally. You cannot adjure people not to sin unless 
you tell them w hat sin is.”

And since he pays a q u arte r for 
every 100 living fireflies th at are 
brought to him, the kids around 
B altim ore are kept busy capturing 
fireflies these days.

Last year youngsters tu rn ed in 
to him a total of 500,000 fireflies. 
One young m an, by ap parently 
em ploying m ass collection m e th ­ 
ods, accounted 
for 
27,000 bugs 
alone. 
It has been know n for m any 
years that fireflies need tw o su b ­ 
stances to glow: luciferin an d lu- 
ceferase. The form er is a com ­ 
pound m at com bines with oxygen, 
or burns, and the latter is a c a t­ 
alyst rhat speeds up the burning.

are com bined there is a flash of 
light, which explains the firefly’s 
glow b u t does not explain how the 
light goes on and off over and over 
aglftp. 
In other words, th ere is 
som ething m ore than luciferin and 
luciferase at work. 
Dr. M cElroy has found out w h a t 
happens, and it appears that the 
secret of the firefly is the secret 
of the source of every anim al’s 
energy. It should be rem em bered 
that plants transform the energy 
of the sunlight into chemical e n ­ 
ergy, and that anim als eat the 
plants, storing up and m aking use 
of the chemical energy. 
Dr. McElroy finds that the fire­ 
fly stores up adenosine triphos­ 
phate (A T P for short). A TP also 
explains why people are able to 
walk, talk, eat and think. 
And the doctor still needs 500,- 
000 fireflies a y ear to continue his 
experim ents, because every dis­ 
covery raises new questions. P e r- 
i haps his firefly experim ents will 
answ er the question of how the 
chemical energy ol ATP is tra n s ­ 
formed when boy kisses girl.— The 
F arm erville (Va.)

What good is 100-mile-an-hour 
speed on 50-mIle-an-hour high­ 
ways—or, worse yet, hi 20-mile- 
an hour traffic congestion?

Vehicles, has raised it anew at the

in Holland last April, while show­ 
ing her colored slides. She was 
chosen as one of four garden edi­ 
tors from the United States by the 
Bulb Growers Association to be a 
guest on a tour to Holland. 
As Mrs. Harshbarger arrived in 
Sikeston by plane and looked down 
on the flat country with drainage 
ditches it reminded her of Holland. 
Holland is about one-fourth the size 
of Missouri, with 500 people per 
square mile. It has 50 canals and 
500 bridges. One-fifth of Holland is 
under water. 
There are 20.000 acres of bulb 
field lying on the sandy land (ac­ 
tually leveled off and dunes) just 
back of the great dunes that pro­ 
tect low-lying Holland from the 
North Sea. Most of them are scat­ 
tered, but the sight seer’s goal is 
a concentrated strip two and one- 
half miles wide by 10 miles long, 
near Haarlem. It is surrounded by 
picturesque little villages where 
bulb growers and laborers live, and 


is crisscrossed with railways and a 
network of blue canals. 
There are 9000 bulb growers al 
together. Of them 900 are expctft- 
ers, who buy from smaller grow­ 
er s and market wholesale all over 
the world. 
The Dutch have been raising 
bulbs for centuries and do it well. 
It is an art, as well as in industry. 
Practically all labor in the bulb 
field is done by hand. Beginning 
with double trench spading. That 
is largely because of Holland’s 
geography. 
The water level is usually 10 
inches below ground level. Soil that 
has been under water level for a 
year becomes new top soil. Manure 
is incorporated, brought in by boat 
from neighboring dairy districts. 
The beds are excavated four inch­ 
es deep. The bulbs are accurately 
placed and then soil from the 
adjoining bed used to cover them. 
A straw mulch is put on for wint­ 
er protection and removed in the 
spring, then gladiolas are planted 
for the summer blooms. 
Beech tree hedges are planted 
for wind breaks and trimmed once 
a year. 
Large yards are rare in Holland. 
The pictures showed small door­ 
way gardens. Beds for the flowers 
of unusual 
patterns, 
and 
often 
raised up above the neat sand or 
gravel 
paths. 
Some 
low 
walls 
serve a triple purpose, as a garden 
windbreak, a lot line partition and 
a tiered planting box. These were 
most striking in a picture, a stair 
step wall with pockets for plant­ 
ing 
tulips, 
daffodils, 
primroses, 
yellow daisies and hyacinths. 
The most fabulously wonderful 
place to get ideas on bulb varieties, 
uses and grouping is at Keuken- 
hof. It is described as the “World’s 
most uftlque, living, open air flow­ 
er show.” Formerly, a great es­ 
tate that had run down, it was 
taken over by the bulb growers 
to develop, a supplementary dis­ 
play ready for the bulb fields. Its 
75 acres of enchanted woodland and 
lakes hold 74 different gardens. 
They are fitted among giant old 
beech trees, birch thickets and m 
dows as though they had slways 
belonged there. Each is distinct 
from its neighbors, yet linked by 
connecting paths.

Talk on Tour of Holland 
Mrs. Elder introduced the guest 
speaker and her close friend, Mrs. 
Gretchen Harshbarger of North Li­ 
berty, 
Iowa, Garden Editor of 
Household Magazine. 
In a very clever and humorous 
manner, 
Mrs. 
Harshbarger de­ 
scribed what she learned and saw 
in Holland last April, while show­ 
ing her colored slides. She was 
chosen as one of four garden edi­ 
tors from the United States by the 
Bulb Growers Association to be a 
guest on a tour to Holland. 
As Mrs. Harshbarger arrived in 
Sikeston by plane and looked down 
on the flat country with drainage 
ditches it reminded her of Holland. 
Holland is about one-fourth the size 
of Missouri, with 500 people per 
square mile. It has 50 canals and 
500 bridges. One-fifth of Holland is 
under water. 
There are 20.000 acres of bulb 
field lying on the sandy land (ac­ 
tually leveled off and dunes) just 
back of the great dunes that pro­ 
tect low-lying Holland from the 
North Sea. Most of them are scat­ 
tered, but the sight seer’s goal is 
was centered with identical ar

tion joined with green ivy, wild half miles unde by IO miles long, 
grapes and wild rose berries. 
Favors at each place setting 
were Pixies, made of acorns and 


near Haarlem. It is surrounded by 
picturesque little villages where 
bulb growers and laborers live, and 


is crisscrossed with railways and a 
network of blue canals. 
There are SOOD bulb growers al­ 
together. Of them 600 are export­ 
ers, who buy from smaller grow­ 
er s and market wholesale all over 
the world. 
The Dutch have been raising 
bulbs tor centuries and do it well. 
It is an art, as well as in industry. 
Practically all labor in the bulb 
field is done by hand. Beginning 
with double trench spading. That 
is largely because of Holland’s 
geography. 
The water level is usually IO 
inches below ground level. Soil that 
has been under water level tor a 
year becomes new top soil. Manure 
is incorporated, brought in by boat 
from neighboring dairy districts. 
The beds are excavated tour inch­ 
es deep. The bulbs are accurately 
placed and then soil from the 
adjoining bed used to cover them. 
A straw mulch is put on for wint­ 
er protection and removed in the 
spring, then gladiolas are planted 
for the summer blooms. 
Beech tree hedges are planted 
for wind breaks and trimmed once 
a year. 
Large yards are rare in Holland. 
The pictures showed small door­ 
way gardens. Beds for the flowers 
of unusual patterns, and often 
raised up above the neat sand or 
gravel 
paths. 
Some low 
walls 
serve a triple purpose, as a garden 
windbreak, a lot line partition and 
a tiered planting box. These were 
most striking in a picture, a stair 
step wall with pockets for plant­ 
ing tulips, daffodils, primroses, 
yellow daisies and hyacinths. 
The most fabulously wonderful 
place to get ideas on bulb varieties, 
uses and grouping is at ICeuken- 
hof. It is described as the “World’s 
most unique, living, open air flow­ 
er show.” Formerly, a great es­ 
tate that had run down, it was 
taken over by the bulb growers 
to develop, a supplementary dis­ 
play ready for the bulb fields. Its

Few books written a hundred or 
more years ago are in demand to­ 
day.

The first 
recorded part of it, written 30 to 
35 centuries ago, and the last part 
of it, written 184 centuries ago, 
the Bible is still the w’orld’s best 
seller—fresh as this morning’s sun­ 
rise, as beautiful and as desirable 
as an opening rose, as interesting 
and a newsy as the latest radio 
broadcast. There is no other book 
like it—never has been and never 
will be. 
There is one good reason why 
that is true. There is no book ex­ 
cept the Bible that is devoted en­ 
tirely to just one effort—to por­ 
tray the goodness, the love and the 
redeeming care of Almighty God, 
our Heavenly Father. 
No m atter how’ bad some poeple 
get, they still desire goodness in 
need the protecting care of some­ 
one or something more able to 
give it than ourselves. 
For ages men and women have 
gone to the Bible to find the source 
of goodness and the love and pro­ 
tecting care which they have need­ 
ed.They have never been disap­ 
pointed. They are not disappointed 
now. And so in ever-increasing 
millions, the Bible stands far high- 
and above all other books in sales 
and use. 
As one reqard for reading the 
Bible, we are told in its very first 
chapter that “God created man in 
his own image.”

He hath sent me to proclaim re­ 
lease to the captives, and recover­ 
ing sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised, to 
pioclaim he acceptable year of 
the Lord.” 
To help men to have better 
bodies, better minds, better spirits 
was the Jesus way of making a 
better world. 
In the last part of the Bible to 
have been wrritten, 
old faithful 
John records that he saw what 
God’s perfect w’orld wmuld be like, 
the one awaiting those who strive 
for a better world, and John also 
records God’s promise and assur­ 
ance—the prevailing theme of the 
entire 
Bible—“I 
heard a 
great 
voice out of the throne saying,

ples, and God himself shall be with 
them, and be their God; and He 
shall wipe away every tear from 
their eyes." 
The peoples of earth can have 
want it and are willing to help 
God make it possible.
